Handling Cost Off... 
Street Wheat Cut

In the face of the emergency situ- 
ation brought about through the quo- 
ta on deliveries of farmers’ wheat at 
country elevators, all line elevators 
have issued instructions to their 
agents to increase the price for all 
grades of Board street wheat by one- 
half of one cent per bushel, effective 
immediately, according to a state- 
ment issued recently by A. C. Reid, 
president of the North-West Line 
Elevators Association. 

In addition to increasing the price 
by one-half cent per bushel the line 
elevator companies will refund one- 
half cant per bushel to all farmers 
who have delivered Board street 
wheat to line elevators since August 
1st. . 

This decision was made in an effort 
to meet the emergency situation 
brought about by the shortage of 
stordge space and the consequent 
queta system. 

In spite of the fact that the cerlot 
quantity was reduced to 750 bushels, 
some producers were unable on acr 
count of the quota to deliver that a- 
mount and secure track price. It is 
to compensate such cases that the 
street list price is advanced one-half 
cent per bushel.

Ca Canadian Red Crass Is 


LONLDO:: —A letter appearing in a 
London w«acws,aper recently ended 
with tiie words, “God bless the Cana- 
dians."" It was one of the many com- 
municatious appearing in the news- 
papers of England these days ex- 
pressing gratitude to the Canadian 
Red Cross Society for its contribu- 
tions of food, clothing and blankets 
to air raid victims. 


The letter, written by an official 
of the Charity Organization, official 
society for handling relief in the dis- 
tressed areas, said, “It was not only 
that the Canadian Red Cross sup- 
plies were just what we needed, but 
they reached us when the need was 
the greatest. The people of Canada 
should know that their generosity 
has saved the lives of babies. who 
might have suffered sadly from cold 
and hunger and it has given thous- 
ands of people a fresh start. God 
bless the Canadians.” 

One story is quoted as typical of 
the cases assisted by the Canadian 
Red Cross. In ong of London's work- 
ing class districts, mothers put their 

hildren to sleep in concrete shelters: 
They were wrapped warmly in blank- 
kets sent from -Canada. A bomb 
landed above, blew in the doors and 
walls. There were casualties and 
bad bruises and cuts. Escape seem- 
ed impossible, but finally the little 
company was pulled out by brave 
A.R.P. workers while bombs weve 
still dropping and pieces of steel were 
flying around. 

A greater shock faced the family. 
The row of houses that had been 
their home had been completely de- 
molished. The women and children 
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Appreciated ‘Over There’ 


spent the night at a school. In the 
morning they were told to go to a 
nearby centre to collect clothing for 
themselves and the children. It was 
Canadian Red Cross clothing that 
stood ready in bundles. Every moth- 
er remarked on its good quality. One 
woman, the wife of a builder, re- 
marked frankly, “These are the best 
clothing my children ever had.” 

Many have been the comments on 
the use being made of Canadian Red 
Cross blankets, donated by the people 
of Canada, in London's safe but 
uncomfortable draughty under- 
grounds. Canadian Red Cross offi- 
cials have been working day and 
night filling the demands which con- 
tinue to pour in as familes are left 
homeless and with no belongings but 
the clothes they stand in.

SPRING PASTURES 
STARTED IN FALL 


In Canada, during the past decade, 
many a farmer has revised his esti- 
mate of pasture and learned that with 
rational fertilizing and grazing man- 
agement it may be made the most 
profitable crop on the farm, provid- 
ing an abundance of palatable, more 
nutritioue feed over an extended 
grazing season. 

With the introduction of pasture 
improvement it was customary to 
make the fertilizer applilcation in the 
spring, a practise that still contin+ 
ues on many farms. But the results 
of experiments indicated a distinct 
advantage in the fall application of 
a mineral fertilizer, notably the O- 
16 hille some relied on straight 
super-p hate for the heavier soils. 
Where the herbage consisted mostly 
of grasses the fall treatment was 
sometimes followed by a dressing of 
Sulphate of Ammonia or other nitro- 
gen fertilizer in the spring. 

In the fall of 1939 pasture trials 
to determine chiefly the value of ni- 
trogen in the fertilizer applied at 
this season were commenced at a 
number of points in Ontario and 
Quebec, the rate and weight of 
growth being estimated periodically 
during the season by the aid of pro- 
tective cages placed at several: sites 
in each plot. Although the records 
are not complete, it is possible to 
draw. general conclusions from the 
data available. 

The outstanding feature ‘in every 
trial was the more advanced and 
vigorous growth of the fertilized her- 
bage, noticed in early spring, and 
the marked superiority of the graz- 
ing throughout the season. In. two 
or three instances where but little 
clover was present in the herbage 
the influence of the nitrogen in the

The choice lay between O- 
16-6 and 2-16-6, the formér prefer- 
able where clover or other legumes 


were plentiful, the latter where gras- 


ses made up thé greater part of the 
herbage. 

It is well known that clovers and 
alfalfa, possessed of the unique facul- 
ty for gathering their own nitrogen, 
share this valuable element of plant 
food with the neighboring grasses. 
The growth of clovers is favored by 
phosphate and potash and may be 
impeded by a large amount of nitro- 
gen in the fertilizer, since nitrogen 
favors the grasses, and clover can- 
not endure being overshaded by them. 
This is one reason why chover tends 
to disappear from herbage grown for 
hay. 

The latest evidence justifies the 
continued recommendation of 0-16-6 
fertilizer for fall application; at the 
rate of 400 or 500 Ibs. per acre, to 
pastures, and indicates 2-16-6 as an 
alternative, especially where grasses 
predominate. For grass hay the O- 
‘16-6 may be applied in fall and sup- 
plemented in spring with 100 or 125 
lbs. of Sulphate of Ammonia per 
acre, while for mixed hay either O- 
16-6 or 2-16-6, applied in fall, will 
suffice without supplementary nitro- 
gen in spring. 


FALL CULTIVATION 


Wet weather over most of Alberta 
has created a weed problem on Sum- 
merfallow. Conditions for growth of 
weeds have been ideal this year and 
since the busy harvest season com- 
menced, warm weather and plenty of 
moisture have produced a _ heavy 
weed growth. 

In some districts it may be desir- 
able to leave this growth alone, but 
wherever soil drifting is not’ a dan- 
ger, a shallow cultivation is advisable. 
The rod weeder or the duck foot cul- 
tivator would be suitable implements 
to use. 

The removal of weed growth by 
fall cultivation is a good practice, 
providing the cultivation of the land 
does not cause soil drifting. 

The kind of weeds is important; an- 
nuals will be killed by the frost in 
winter in any case, but winter an- 
nuals, biennials and perennials may 
be controlled by fall cultivation.
